The King- 
dom of Ireland, diſcontentd at this 
Change, uniting themſelves, own'd the 
late King's eldeſt Son, and ſolemnly pro- 
claim'd him King; no Place conſiderable 
{ſtanding out for the Parliament, ſaving on- 
ly Dublin and Londonderry ʒthe firſt W = 
of 
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bol was immediately beſiged by an Army 
of Twenty two thouſand Men, command- 


ed by the Marquis of Ormond, and the 
other by a conſiderable Party of the Na- 
tives of the Country. To the reducing of 
this Kingdom was Oliver Cromwell nomina- 
ted Governour of Ireland by the Commons 
wealth ; who with a well appointed Army 
ſet fail for Dublin, Where although he 
found Things in an indifferent good Po- 
ſture, the Marquis of Ormond having been 
beaten off, by the Valour of Michael Jones 
the Governoar, yet he met with Work 
enough for his Army: for Drogheda, one 
of the beſt and confiderableſt Places 
in all Ireland, held out ſtifly againſt them, 


and having a ſtrong Party, bid Defience to 


his Army: Vet notwithſtanding, after ma- 


ny Aſſaults, and much Valour ſhewn on 


both Sides, he at laſt took it, putting 


therein to Death 3000 Iriſh; who tho' E- 


nemies, yet for their Valour and undaunted 
Reſolution, might have been look'd on

In the mean Time the Scots were very 
buſy, they had commenc'd a Treaty with 
Prince Charles at Breda, which at laſt was 
concluded on, he affenting to their Preſ- 
byterian Government; and they to inſtal 
and re-eftabliſh him in that Kingdom, and

| The Prince put forth to Sea, and in de- 

ſpite of foul Weather, and the Emngliſh 
King Fiſhers that lay there to intercept 
him, he landed ſafely at the Spey, in the 
North of Scotland. Now tho* the Scots 
had a King, yet (as if they had none) e- 
very one did that which is right in his own

People. Thus they hamſtringed him, not 
as what was formerly in the Sign-poſt, on- 
ly of printed Papers.

| Not long after Brown Buſhel was behead- 
ed under the the Scaffold on Tower Hill, 
one who had formerly done great ſervice 
to the Royal Party both by Sea and Land; 
crimes of ſuch a Nature, as brought him 
into compals of Piracy, and then of high 
Treaſon. 

Soon after enſuing the Deachs of Mr. 
Love and Gibbons, who were beheaded 
on Tower Hill, the 22 of Auguſt, 1651. 


Their Crimes objected, were for combin- 


ing with the Scots to re-eſtabliih Charles 
Stuart, Many others were apprehended 
upon the ſame Account, but? theſe two 
only uttered. , 

Faſſing over theſe Golgotha's, the Reader 
may be pleaſed to underſtan 1, that all 
theſe Perions are mentioned, (ſave only 
the Earl of Darby) ſuffered Death before 
that memorable Battle at Worceſter, tho? 
in our Hiſtory we have related them after, 


as not willing to diſcontinue the ſeries of

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But to retutn to matters of more pivick 


concernment, the Ifles of Jerſey, Jernſy d 
Man, who had hitherto held for the B 
ſubmitted themſelves; ſo that now all ſeem- 
ed quiet, when ſuddenly a War broke forth 
with Holland, began only firſt upon points 
ot Honour at Sea, Van Trump, the Dutch 
Admiral, refuſing to vail his Flag, a Ce- 
remonial Honour which the Engliſh appro- 
priated to themſelves, as being Lords of 
theſe narrow Seas,whereupon a ſharpFight 
enſued betwixt them, wherein the Durch 
were diſcomfitted, one of their Ships ſunk, 


and another of thirty Guns taken, with 


the Captains of both, and about an hund- 
red and fifty Pr iſoners. 4 

This Skirmith produc'd open\ War be- 
twixt the two Nations, notwithſtanding 
Overtures of Peace made by the Hollanders, 
General Blake, the Engliſh Admiral, ſur- 
prizes twelve Datch Men of War towards 


the lfles of Orkney, Sir George Aslue in the 


Road betwixt Dover and Callice, ſets upon 
their Fleet, being thirty in Number, of 


which ten were taken and burnt, the reſt 


hardly eſcaping, Soon after near Plimouth, 
he gave them another Fight, wherein the 
Dutch went again by the worft. Theſe 
Succeſſes were ſeconded by others very re- 
mackable, Genral Blake ſtecring North» 

ward 
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wards, took ſix Holland Ships of a great 
Value about the Downes, Captain Penne, 
alſo took {ſix more upon theCoult of France, 


Soon after the Navies engaged in anosf}; 


ther Fight at a Place calPd the Kentiſß 
Knock, wherein the Dutch were again de- 
feated, eleven of their Men of War ſet up- 
on four of the Engliſh in the Straights, took 
the Phenix Frigot, and much damaged the 
other. In a ſhort ſpace after, another Sea 
Engagement enſued on the Back-ſide of 
Goodwin Sands wherein the Engliſh were 
| worſted, four Ships taken, and a conſidera- 
ble Loſs of Men. The greateſt Fight of 
all was near the Iſle of Wight and Porland, 
wherein the Dutch received a great Over- 
throw, fifty Merchants being taken, nine 
Men of War, above two thouſand ſlain, 
and fifteen hundred taken Priſoners. But 
this great Victory ſoon after received a 
chek, the Exgliſh Fleet in the Levant Seas 
being again worſted by the Durch, with 
the loſs of divers Ships and Men, 

But leaving off theſe Affairs tor a time, 
let us come to General Cromwel ; who pre- 
tending for the better accompliſhing of his 
own Deſigns, the dilatory proceedings, 
pernicious and arbitrary actings in the Par- 
liament, to perpetuate their Seſſion, to be 
very danerous, and erthral the Nation;

inly accompanicd by the chief Officers

To let a fair 
gloſs npon what he had done, and to give 
ſome ſatiafaction to the People, he pub-

© ſolittle Progreſs therein, that it was mat - 
© ter of much Grief to the good People of 
the Land; who thereupon applied them: 
© ſelves to the Army, expecting redreſs by 
© their means, who (though unwilling to 
s meddle 
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meddle with the Civil Authority) agreed 
© that ſuch Officer as were members o 
© Parliament ſhould move them to proceed 
© yigoroully, in reforming what vas ami 
in the Commonwealth, and in {cttling it 
© upop a Foundation of Juſtice and Righte. 
© ouſneſs; which being done, it was hoped 
© the Parliament would have anſwered 
© their Expettation. | 
© But finding the contrary, they, renews 

© ed their defires by an humble Petition in 
Auguſt, 16 52, which produc'd no conſide- 
< ravle effects, nor was any ſuch Progreſs 
* made therein, as might imply their real 
© Intentions to accompliſh what was peti- 
© tioned for; but rather an averſneſs to the 
© things themſelves, with much bitterneſs 
© and oppoſition to the People of God,and 
and his Spirit acting in them; inſomuch 
© that the godly Party in Parliament were 
© render'd of no further uſe, then to coun- 
* tenance the ends of a corrupt Party, for 
© effecting their defires of perpetuating

For obviating theſe evils, the Officers

O. Cromwel, 
Theſe domeſtick Revolutions put new 
Life into the Dutch, who hoping from theſe 
Diſtractions to reap a Victory over the Es- 
_ Jiſh, with great confidence put forth again 
to Sea; thinking upon nothing ſo much as 
Chapmen for the Engliſh Fleet, ſaying; I. 
was to be cried out by the ſound of Trumpets 
and Horns, But they were deceived in their 
expectation ; for coming to a Fight, on the 
| North Foreland, near unto the South point 
of the Geber, their Fleet was defeated, e- 
leven Men of War, and two Water Hoyes 
being taken, beſides ſix Captains and fi- 
teen hundred Priſoners, and ſix Men o 
War that were ſunk. 


Not long after, to ſet the better face on 


his reſolute proceedings, Crommel calls a-

ac obedience and ſubjection, he declared that 


asf} they were to fit no longer then the third 
ab-. of November 1654. and three Months be- 
nce fore their diſſolution they were to make 


choice of others to ſucceed them, who were 
not to fit above twelve Months, and ther 
to take care for a ſucceſſion inGovernment. 

Now was the time come for the train to 
take the Dutch, having, as hath been ex- 
preſſed, caſt the Urine of the preſent Aftairs, 
being quite tired with their continual loſ- 
ics, lent Commiſſioners over into England 


the opinions of thoſe who had their Eyes in 
their Heads, that the Dutch thought to 
have made up their Mouths, to have taken 
our Navy napping in the time of the Treaty 
the Fight happening between them and us; 
but they found it otherwiſe, their whole 
Fleet was put to flight, their Admiral Van 
Trump, a Man of eminent Valour being 
ſlain, about thirty Men of War funk and 
tired, fix Captains, and about a thouſand 
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Men taken Priſons, and about ſix thou- 
ſand ſlain; This great Victory did not a 


little conduce to haften the concluſion of 


the Peace, but on ſuch terms as were at that 


time more honourable for his preſent De- 
S HTigns, than advantagious to the Engliſh Na- 
| tion. For this Service gold Chains were 
| prelented to the Generals, Blake, 
Penne, and Lawſon, and to the other Flag 
Captains; and filver Medals to the other 
Officers of the Fleet. 

The Parliament having fat about as ma- 
ny Weeks as the other had done Years, 
they diſſolved themſelves immediately 
making way for General Cromwel, by their 
diſſolution, to be choſen Lord Protector of 
the Commonwealth of England. Scotland, 
and Ireland, and of all the ItJands and Ter- 
ritories thereunto belonging, December the 
10, 1653. The Articles of the Goyerns 
g ou to which he fign'd are as followeth;

the Parliament perceiving that he did but 
complement his Generalihip, which he 
might with ſafety and moſt right have ac- 
C 3 ccpted, 
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cepted, they preſſed him the leſs, as he 
feemed to puſh away that with his little 
Finger that theywere certain he was ready 
eo graſp with both his Hands. 

The greateſt Admiration that hath ſurs 
priz'd me, hath been what in the compaſs 
ofa Year I have obſerv'd, the Tides and 
Streams of Petitions out of moſt Counties, 
that at the firſt riſe or promiſe of greatneſs 
have purſued every Alteration as Party- 
colour'd as Joſeph's Coat, and as variable as 
the Rainbow it is not to be pictur'd how

Since I have ſo ſtrangely digreſſed, it 
will not be amiſs to take Notice ofa Book 
lately come forth, intituled, Hiſtory and 
Policy review'd, concerning the Political 
Tranſactions ofthe Protector, publiſh'd in 
a ſtrange name, written in the ſtile of the 
holy Court, in which the Author undei- 
takes a prodigious Enterprize, to compare 
Cromwel to Moſes ; his Pen is too palpably 
fraught with flattery, yet not without un- 
| paraleJ/'d ſubtilty; he having like the little 
Indian Gentleman in the ſhort Jacket, 
| 1 pickt 
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pickt the Vermine out of Nic, Machivales 


Head for his Uſe; throwing out at one fide 


principles honeſter than his own; Machia- 


vel never ſo diſzuiling himſelf "with the 
Vizard of Religion, that he appears to be 
an arranter Devil than the Florentine ;, cer- 
tain lam, that I never read a Book that 
more pleaſed or diſpleaſed me. 

But to proceed, at his firſt Inſtalment, 
Heavens bleſs us, immediately follows a 
Plot, miraculouſly difcovered, eleven of 
the grand Conlpirators being apprehended, 
were committed to the Tower : :; Where ha- 
ving remain'd a while, they were again ſet 
at Liberty, This web was not well ſpun,

kill'd one hundred and fifty of them, and 
defeated all the reſt. Suſpecions are ne- 
ceſſary Alarms, as they at leaſt ſuffer Per- 
ſons not to be overtaken with too much 
ſecurity of their Affairs.

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Another great Plot was now again diſeo- 
vered; the chief Conſpirators were ſaid 
to be Mr. Thomas and John Gerrard, Bro- 
thers, John Jones an Apothecary, and Tho- 
mas Tendor , Somerſet F, and Mr. Peter 
Vowel; who were all condemned; but two 
only ſuffered, viz, Mr. Vowel who was 
hanged. Alſo about the ſame time the 
Portugal Ambaſſadors Brother was brought 
to his Tryal for the Piftoling of one Mr.

For theſe Offences Sinder- 
comb was arreign'd at the Upper Bench

Although, as hath been already ſaid, his 
Flies and Familiars were uſeful to him for 
the diſcovering of Conlpiracies, the reveal- 
ing of which no Queſtion pre ſe ved him 
from many Dangers from being attempted, 
his Nature being almoſt married to Trou- 
bles, his confidence made him ſucceſsful, to 
go throgh them; his cunning always wind- 
ing him out, he being the more ready, and 
ſharpened by the occaſions of Perils : how- 
ſoever the dazelings of his ſuſpecions gave 
his Induſtries enough to do to fave himletf 
and help others. Queſtionleſs he had Wiſ- 
dom, and a ſtrange kind of rule and ftrain of 
Government, which ali Men ackowledged 
in the bittereſt of Times. His Armies nei- 
ther in Civil nor Forreign Wars were ever 
unfortuate. As his great Judgment in lead- 
ing as well as preterving them, in Courage 
perſonally fighting with them, determin'd 
him to be both a daring Soldier, and an ex- 
pert Commander; which indeared his Sol- 
diers ſo much to him, as that they ſuffere 4 
him to act for the future for himlelf what

W they did not ſo well diſguſt, Many Bat- 
tles he fonght with them, in all which he 
W triumpht, his Fortunes being inviolable ;
